Could not back Carter on hostage rescue mission 

Vance’s resignation accepted 


WASHINGTON, April 28 (R) — Secretary of State 
he could not back President Carter's decision last 
into Iran in a hostage, rescue attempt.

Mr. Vance made his views 
known in his resignation letter 
dated April 21 — four days before 
the abortive raid - and in a state- 
ment to reporters at the State 
Department soon after the White 
House formally announced this 
morning that he had quit. 

He added, however, that he 
fully supported the president's 
policies on other issues and was 
leaving the administration, after 
serving since Mr. Carter was inau- 
gurated in January 1977. with “a 
heavy heart." 

President Carter accepted the 
resignation in a letter carrying 
today's date. 

He had warm words of praise 
for Mr. Vance but added: 
“Because you could not support 
my decision regarding the rescue 
operation in Iran, you have made 
the correct decision to resign." 

The resignation nevertheless 
came as severe blow to Mr. Carter 
as he grappled with myriad prob- 
lems and sought to win re-election 
in the November general election. 

The resignation of the widely 


respected Mr. Vance drew expre- 
ssions of regret from various polit- 
ical quarters. 

Senate Democratic leader 
Robert Byrd of West Mrginiu 
called Mr. Vance dedicated and 
patriotic and said he would be mis- 
sed. The assistant Republican 
opposition leader in the Senate. 
Mr. Ted Stevens of Alaska, said 
Mr. Vance had been a stablising 
influence in the administration. 

White House spokesman Jody 
Powell was asked by reporters if 
Mr. Vance’s resignation would 
put new strains in U.S. relations 
with West European allies, who 
decided a week ago to impose 
sanctions against Iran at least 
partly to dissuade President Car- 
ter from taking military action. 

“I hope not," Mr. Powell said. 
“I know that the president intends 
to do everything that can be done 
to avoid any deleterious effect on 
U.S. foreign policy arising from 
this (Mr. Vance’s) decision." he 
added.

Dissidents claim responsibility 

Explosions rock central Tehran 


PARIS, April 28 (Agencies)- An 
Iranian group calling for the over- 
throw of Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini’s regime telephoned 
Paris Monday to claim respon- 
sibility for one of the four bombs 
that went off in Tehran, Iranian 
•dissidents here said. 

The “Shock Group Khor- 
rarodin,” named after Iranian 
nationalist hero Babak Khor- 
ramdin, made the claim in a tele- 
phone call to the Paris office ut 
exiled former Prime Minister 
Shahpur Bakhtiar. 

A Bakhtiar spokesman, who 
said he had never before heard of 
the group, said the group ' 
spokesman warned that such 
bomb anacks would continue until 
“the destruction of the Kho- 
meini's reactionary and clerical 
regime." 

A different spokesman for Dr. 
Bakhtiar, who has pledged the 
overthrow of Ayatollah Kho- 
meini, said the former prime 
minister supported the U.S. 
attempt to rescue the American 
hostages. Bui he said Dr. Bakhtiar 
regretted that any country had to 
take such a step against Iran.

EEC leaders 
condemn attacks 
on UNIFIL 

LUXEMBOURG, April 28 
(R)— Ireland today won backing 
from its eight European Common • 
Market partners in condemning 
attacks on the United Nations 
Interim Force in Lebanon 
(UNIFIL), informed sources said. 

Three Irish UNIFIL soldiers 
were killed in the past month. Ire- 
land has blamed the right-wing 
Israeli-backed militia but they 
have denied the charge. 

A draft communique to be 
issued at the end of a Common 
Market summit here will 
denounce the attacks and demand 
the UNIFIL "be permitted to 
carry out in full its mandate from 
the Security Council," the sources 
said. 

Ireland has convened a meeting 
of foreign ministers of the 10 
members countries of UNIFIL in 
Dublin on Friday to discuss the 
tense situation in southern Leba- 
non. 

Turning to the wider Arab- 
Israeli dispute, the draft reiterates 
the nine Common Market leaders’ 
belief that only a comprehensive, 
just and lasting settlement can 
bring true peace to the Middle 
East. 

The nine are instructing their 
foreign ministers to submit a 
report to their next summit in 
Venice in June on what role the 
community may play in helping 
achieve a solution. 

This summit comes after the 
May 26 target date for agreement 
on Palestinian autonomy in the 
current Egyptian-IsraeU talks.

Nepal extends 
recognition 
to PLO 

KATMANDU, April 28 (R) - 
The Nepalese government has 
recognised the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) as 
the sole representative of the 
Palestinian people, Iraq’s 
minister of state for foreign 
affairs, Mr. H anted Alwan, 
told reporters today. 

Mr. Alwan bad just emerged 
from a round of formal talks 
between palest* ~ori-?v.i 
ministry officials led by their 
minister, Mr. K.B. Shahi, and 
an Arab League delegation 
which Mr. Alwan is leading on 
a tour »f and four other 

.Asian countries. 

“1 am delighted and hear- 
tened at the decision of Nepal to 
extend full recognition of the 
PLO as the sole representative 
of the Palestinian people”, Mr. 
Alwan said. 

Nepal has called for the with- 
drawal of all Israeli forces Grom 
Arab territories and has sup- 
ported the right of the Paks- 
tinian people to independent 
statehood and the right or all 
states to live in peace. 

Meanwhile, Israeli Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin said 
in a French television interview 
today that Western European 
recognition of the PLO won Id 
not serve peace but lead to war. 

He said President Valery 
Giscard d’Estalng's calf for 
recognition of the Palestinian 
people's right to self- 
determination was unac- 
ceptable to Israel. 

Mr. Begin said he did not 
believe the PLO would change 
its attitude towards Israel. 



United States Coast Guardsmen on a 41-foot patrol 
boat Monday search for storm victims after 110- 
kilometre-an-bour winds ripped through Key 
West, Florida, and its vicinity, capsizing boats and 
knocking dozens of people overboard on boats that 
were on their way into or out of the harbour.

The White House issued the res- 
ignation letter and the president's 
reply after Mr. Vance called on 
the president this morning to dis- 
cuss the naming of the secretary 's 
replacement. 

Later. Mr. Vance read a state- 
ment at the state department and 
answered a few queries while 
walking towards the door of the 
department briefing room. 

He said he hoped all his aides 
would remain in their posts and 
support President Carter. 

Asked about his future plans, he 
said he had not yet made up his 
mind but added he might resume 
his Wall Street law practice. 

Officials said Mr. Vance 
objected that the rescue operation 
was too risky and could have dip- 
lomatic and political con- 
sequences if it failed, which it did 
because of helicopter problems. 

Eight American servicemen 
also died and five were injured in 
an aircraft collision us the 90-nian 
rescue squad withdrew early last 
Friday from an Iranian desert strip 
320 kilometres from Tehran after 
President Carter called off the 
mission. 

Mr. Vance’s reason for res- 
igning also made clear, for the first 
time, that not every one in the 
administration was behind the 
gamble to rescue the 50 Ameri- 
can hostages. 

White House spokesman Jody 
Powell, asked yesterday whether 
everyone in the National Security 
Council had gone along with the 
decision for a military rescue 
attempt, said: “I have not indi- 
cated that everyone went along 
wilh it. There were serious ques- 
tions all along..." He did not 
elaborate, however. 

President Carter was expected 
to be away most of the day in 
Te\us -- the first time since the 
hostage crisis began that he has 
travelled anywhere except to the 
Camp David presidential retreat 
in the Maryland mountains. 

He cancelled a mid-moming 
speech in Washington to make a 
quick trip to San Antonio, Texas, 
to see the five servicemen injured 
in the failed U.S. rescue mission. 

Mr. Vance, 63. was absent when 
the president and his other senior 
advisers decided on April II to go 
ahead with the rescue mission, on 
which planning and training began 
soon after the U.S. embassy in 
Tehran was seized by militants 
177 days ago. 

He was away in Florida that day 
and the following weekend on a 
brief vacation he had planned for 
some time. 

On his return, Mr. Vance told 
the president he disagreed with 
the rescue operation but Mr. Car- 
ter refused to change his mind and 
call it off. 

One unidentified White House 
official was quoted as saying in ihe 
New York Times that Mr. Vance 
informed Mr. Carter that he could 
not publicly support the mission 
and that they agreed to wait “for a 
decent time of day" to announce 


the resignation.

THE RESIGNATION of U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance deals another blow to the beleaguered administ- 
ration of President Jimmy Carter. It need not necessarily be 
a fatal blow: the November elections are still six months 
away and most Americans will have forgotten about Mr. 
Vance by then: besides Presidential candidates are seldom 
judged by the composition of their cabinets. 

But two important aspects of Mr. Vance’s resignation 
lend it particular significance. 

First, he brought to his job a wealth of experience in 
international diplomacy and a sound reputation as a dedi- 
cated and tactful negotiator that has, if anything, been 
enhanced in his 39 months in office. All who have dealt 
with him share a great respect for his balanced, patient 
approach. These virtues were especially evident when con- 
trasted with the flamboyant, self-serving approach of his 
predecessor. Dr. Henry Kissinger. 

Mr. Vance, therefore, was symbolic of the "good and 
decent" brand of leadership which Mr. Carter was 
expected to bring with him to the White House. Carter s 
1976 campaign slogan had been “Why not the best?" and 
Mr. Vance was in that sense probably the “best" man for 
the job of secretary of state and equally probably the 
“best" man in the administration. His resignation shows 
that something has gone seriously wrong. Perhaps Mr. 
Carter is finding, at an awkward time for him personally 
and for America generally, that the road to hell is, indeed, 
paved with good intentions. 

Second, Mr. Vance's resignation has bared the Carter 
administration's Achilles heel: foreign policy. The Pres- 
ident can take little comfort from "the fact that three- 
quarters of- Americans— more out of blind patriotism than 
rational analysis, perhaps— now say they support the 
attempted hostage rescue operation in Iran, when that 
operation has cost him his secretary of state. And the fact 
that among the reasons cited for Mr. Vance's resignation 
were his differences with Presidential national security 
adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski is alarming to all those, inside 
the U.S. and outside, who entertain serious reservations 
about that hawkish strategist's views, policies and 
approach. 

The ground began to fall from beneath Mr. Vance’s 
feet with the fiasco of the United Nations Security Council 
vote condemning Israel's settlements policies in the 
occupied territories. After the “foul-up” which led Pres- 
ident Carter to disavow the U.S.'s vote in favour of that 
unanimously passed resolution. Mr. Vance accepted full 
responsibility. Those involved in the Jordanian-sponsored 
U.N. initiative which produced the vote know that the 
American delegates, under instructions from the secretary’ 
of state, knew exactly what they were doing in first helping 
to draft and then voting for the resolution. 

There is little doubt that Mr. Vance, a lawyer and a 
compassionate man who had resigned from government 
service once before over the Vietnam issue, finally found 
he could no longer be part of an administration that shame- 
lessly disavows one of the few decent and honourable fore- 
ign policy moves it has ever taken, or one that engages in an 
act of reckless adventurism at a time when what is so 
urgently required is the type of calm, patient and tactful 
diplomacy which Cyrus Vance embodies. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 

AL R VI: In the comprehensive address with which His Majesty 
King Hussein opened the second National Consultative Council, 
he gave the answers to many questions which preoccupy the mind 
of the Arab masses at this critical time in the Arab World. 

It is no secret that the Arabs wonder about what is happening 
now in the Arab homeland. What is the next step at the pan- Arab 
level in the wake of Camp David, and how will the Arabs confront 
the challenge? 

. The King was keen, as always, on presenting the facts to the 
nation sincerely and honestly. He warned of what is taking place 
in the Arab homeland now— namely. the return of the forces of 
disunity. The only way to resist and frustrate these forces, he said, 
is to recall over national spirit istead of sinking into secturain 
disputes that will shake and threaten the Arab entity. 

Concerning the next step. King Hussein explained that Jor- 
dan will be playing a pan-Arab and historic role. This means that 
Jordan has something that may help advance the Arab march 
forward: and the dimensions of this role will surely be disclosed at 
the appropriate time. 

AL DUSTOUR: In his address to the National Consultative Coun- 
cil His Majesty King Hussein stressed the goals which he considers 
essential in the domestic field. King Hussein emphasised com- 
prehensive cooperation between government institutions and the 
public on development, and the modernisation of institutions and 
their development in various fields to set free the Forces of activity 
and production in order to arrive at a balance between our 
revenues and the volume of services and expenditures. 

The attainment of these goals requires deep popular aware- 
ness and a responsible attitude towards the country and the 
future, to achieve Jordan's major step forward in the social, 
economic and cultural fields. 

At the pan-Arab level. King Hussein mentioned Jordan's 
increasing responsibility towards the Arab homeland, its concerns 
and its fale. reiterating that this Arab bastion will remain a sup- 
porter of Arab unity and solidarity. 


Jordan and Iraq sign 
agreement on trade 



AMMAN, April 28 ( JNAJ - Jor- 
dan and Iraq yesterday concluded 
an agreement aimed at streng- 
thening their economic and trade 
relations. 

Following several days of talks 
between officials from both sides, 
the two countries agreed to 
increase the maximum annual 
volume of Iraqi-Jordanian trade 
to JD 12.5 million in each direc- 
tion, and to raise the quotas of the 
two countries' commercial centres 
in each other's capitals. The Jor- 
danian commercial centre in 
Baghdad's quota is to reach JD 5 
million and that of the Iraqi com- 
mercial centre in Amman, JD 3 
million annually. 

The two sides also agreed to 
encourage trade and industrial 
fairs in Amman and Baghdad to 
promote the sale of both coun- 
tries’ products; and to provide 
the maximum possible facilities to 
Iraq for exporting or importing 
goods through Aqaba Port. The 
agreement also provides for- 
facilities for transit and travel 
between the two countries, as well 
us bilateral cooperation in techni- 
cal and agricultural fields. 

Jordan agreed to give training 
to four Iraqis from the Iraqi Minis- 
try of Agriculture on grading and 
classifying agricultural products: 
and Iraq will give priority to Jor- 
danian agricultural products. The 
agreement was signed for Jordan 
by the Under-secretary of the 
Ministry of Industry and Trade, 
Dr. Hashem Dabbas. and for Iraq 
by the Under-secretary of the 
Ministry of Trade and Economy. 
Dr. Mahdi Al “Ubeidi. 

The Iraqi delegation left 
Amman for home last night. 

Today, the visiting President of 
the Iraqi Fund for External 
Development, Dr. Abdul Amir Al 
Anbari, held talks with the Pres- 
ident of the National Planning 
Council, Dr. Hanna Odeh, on 
cooperation in development pro- 
jects. 

Dr. Anbari. who arrived here 
yesterday, said his talks will pave 
the way for a visit here later this 
week by Iraqi First Deputy Pre- 
mier Taha S’assin Ramadan to 
discuss economic and trade mat- 


ters with Jordanian officials. He 
expected his talks will end in sev- 
eral economic and technical’ 
agreements between Jordan and 
Iraq, 

At today's meeting the Jor- 
danian and Iraqi sides set up sub- 
committees to study in depth the 
prospects for cooperation bet- 
ween the two countries in 
economic and cultural matters 
technology, transport and water 
supply. The committees will make 
studies and present their recom- 
mendations to the two gov- 
ernments as soon as possible.

AMMAN. April 28 iJT)-His 
Majesty King Hussein has said 
rhat "rhe currents of dis-' 
integration which are blowing on 
the Arab homeland are aimed at 
our entire national existence." 
and called on the Arab people to 
“alarm and awaken their .deeping 
national senses to avert the wide- 
ning of rifts and The collapse of the 
national unity of the Arab coun- 
tries." 

The King was addressing the 
opening session of the second 
National Consultative Council 
yesterday, whose 60 members 
were appointed last week. 

King Hussein said the enemy 
entrenched in our captive Arab 
land was not unaware of the "seri- 
ous omens" pertaining to the 
"dangerous internal strife aimed 
at Arab national unity and also 
extending to inter-Arab rela- 
tions." 

“Our duty in the whole Arab 
homeland," he -said, "is to return 
to the origins, define priorities and 
be aware that the Arab national 
existence and its continuation is 
far more important than the 
struggles of ideologies and sec- 
tarian and racist agglomerations. 
The life and existence of rhe Arabs 
depend on their awakening from 
the long sleep in which they have ■ 
indulged." 

His Majesty said Jordan awaits 
its historical role in this awaken- . 
ing. "because it possesses the abil- 
ity to be an influential model and a 
good example through the success 
of its domestic experiment and the 
originality of its Arab con- 
tribution." 

"Our country is based on love, 
tolerance, cohesion and the spirit 
of one family. In this dimate, the 
forces of goodness, reform and 
progress have the chance to live 
and succeed, and the people can 
pool their resources. for the home- 
land and for the future without 
reservation or hesitation," the 
King said. 

King Hussein said Jordan had 
never ceased to interact with the 
causes and sufferings of the Arab 
Nation, yet it had "never drifted 
towards extremism, recklessness 
or destructive violence." Jordan, 
he said, "has remained the model 
t>f conscious development, mod- 
eration. sincere and pure Arubism 
and commitment to the oblig- 
ations of the joint national des- 
tiny. however great they are.” 

The King noted that Jordan is 
now embarked on "a major 
transition— a new. great leap for- 
ward in all spheres of our social, 
economic, cultural and psy- 
chological life." This would 
require a bolstering of national 
institutions, the strenatheing of 
the economy and the enhance- 
ment of social justice and equal 
opportunity, as well as a renewed 
spirit of work and comprehensive 
national participation. 

"The world races on around us 
and wc are daily running up 
against the challenges of con- 
temporary industrial civilisation." 
he said, "which threaten our cul- 
tural identity and confront us with 
the obligations of work and 
development." 

In this respect. King Hussein 
made two specific points: 

1. Only through "com- 
prehensive national cooperation 


and the participation of all citi- 
zens'* will Jordan be able to forge 
a sound economy and a strong 
state. “We will have no excuse in 
the coming phases should we fail 
to rely on ourselves and to lessen 
dependence on foreign aid, or 
should we fail to develop our - 
domestic resources decisively to 
cope with the requirements of 
growth." 

Jordanians, he said, should not 
look on unaffected by the mount- 
ing government budget deficit. 
"We should reverse this trend, 
tighten government expenditure, 

enhance the efficiency of the gov- 
ernment machinery, and recruit 
our optimal national potential 
through total interaction between 
the government and its people." 
the King said. “The national effort 
in all economic and social 
fields— from rhe control of infla- 
tion to the stimulation of 
economic activity to the increase 
of productivity— is the result of the 
conscious popular will and organ- 
ised cooperative action, and not 
the result of a government effort 
isolated from popular par- 
ticipation.

2. All Jordan's institutions 
need renovation and 
development— but renovation 
which respects continuity and is 
true to our roots and heritage, 
while at the same time triggering 
forces of progress, hope and 
action in the state and society. The 
King said renovation should 
embrace education, the judiciary, 
the institutions of local gov- 
ernment and the methods of 
cooperation between government 
and citizen. “It is time that our 
country reconsidered its administ- 
ration and institutions in order to 
remove the accumulated dust and 
open the doors and windows to 
novel and constructive ideas. 
Education in Jordan needs a new 


outlook, the judidary of. which 
we are proud and which we 
respect, is called upon to renew 
itself," the King said. As the citi- 
zens tackle the issues of sodety 
and government, they should 
avoid “negative influences and 
currents of destructive criticism 
reaching us from outside our 
genuine sodety and foreign to its 
tolerant spirit." he said. 

3. Jordan's responsibility to 
the Arab homeland and to its des- 
tiny increases daily.

Women’s role: ‘Not just baby machines

AMMAN, April 2S - House- 
wives and volunteer workers 
should be recognised as pan of the 
labour force - this was an undis- 
puted theme of the seminar on the 
role of working women in society 
as il met here during Ihe past two 

days. 

Other ideas taken up at the 
seminar at the Sports City were 
the need for more legislation and 
facilities for women entering the 
work force and more research on 
working women. 

The seminar, which was opened 
Saturday by His Highness Crown 
Prince Hassan, was organised by 
the Department of Working 
Women in the Ministry of Labour 
in cooperation with the United 
Nations Fund for Population 
Activities (UNFPA). 

Attending the seminar -- 
chaired by Mrs. Rahiha Nasser, 
director of the department -- are 
19 delegates from 1 1 Arab coun- 
tries. participants from the U.N. 
Educational, Scientific and Cul- 
tural Organisation (UNESCO), 
the U.N. Children's Fund. 
(UNICEF).UNFPA and the Inter- 
national Labour Organisation 
(1LO) and numerous Jordanian 
observers. 

Recommendations of the semi- 
nar will be discussed tomorrow. 

Said one Jordanian attending 
the seminar: “I have been to four 
conferences on women here in the 
post five years. During this semi- 
nar the women were less emphatic 
on the fact of going out to work 
and more adamant about demand- 
ing legislation in their favour, and 
facilities such as day-care centres 
before they go to work." 

During the discussion of a paper 
on working women and family 
welfare by Dr. Ahmad Abu Hilal, 
a professor at the Faculty of Edu- 
cation at the University of Jordan, 
it was agreed that when a woman 
goes to work, it is not just her role 
that changes. The roles of her hus- 
band. children and members of 
the extended family change as 
well. 

The point was made forcefully 
by one observer who said: “They 
may say there is no discrimination 
against working women, but there 
is. When she conies home from 
work, she has another full job to 
do. When men come home, they 
expect all the housework to have 
been done." Her statement was 
greeted with cheers and applause. 

The Kuwaiti delegate expressed 
her opinion that the idea of day- 
care centres may he an imitation 
of the West that is unsuited for the 
Middle East. She suggested that 
using women in the extended fam- 
ily to look after children might be 
more in line with Arab culture. 
Studies on the effects of day-care 
centres on children were recom- 
mended. 

The question of maternity leave 
also came up during the seminar 
when Mrs. Widad Boulos, a 
member of the National Con- 
sultative Council, presented a 
paper on the ethics of work. Some 
women argued that fine work ide- 
als could not be expected of 


women until they had proper 
rights, including adequate mater- 
nity lease. Some participants 
expressed the extreme view that 
women should he given l\vn or 
three years of paid maternity lea' e 
after the birth of a child. 

One delegate said during a 
break that many of the child care 
and maternity leave problem** 
would be solved if women anj 
men in ihc region >ioppcJ think- 
ing of women as “machines for 
making bahie**." 

It was also pointed out during 

discussion that a number of pri- 
vate companies do not hire nur- 
ried women, because so many lake 
frequent mn remit v leaves. Some 
illegally lire women w ho gel mar- 
ried. 

That there is little or no di**- 
crimination against women in the 
government sector was widely 
agreed in discussions following a 
paper presented by Mrs. N.ril.i 
Rashdan of the NCC. Mrs. 
Rashdan. who is a lawyer, listed 
parts of the constitution, the 
labour law. the social security law 
and personal statutes pertaining to 
women, and suggested amend- 
ments to them. Howe'er, she and 
others stressed that much of the 
legislation is good: it does nm 
need 10 be changed so much as to 
be enforced, particularly in the 
private sector. 

One delegate criticised Mrs. 
Rashdan tor not suggesting 

amendments to die personal sta- 
tutes. He told the Jordan Times 
later that he personally believed 
there was wide scope for change in 
the cenrurics-nld Nlamic-lviscd 
law*s on marriage, divorce and the 
like. 

Another delegate expressed 
some disappointment that many 
of the women seemed to favour 
passing legislation giving (hem 
more privileges, rather than fight- 
ing legislation that keeps them 
from working. One such law men- 
tioned by Mrs. Rashdan was the 
one which prohibits women from 
working a night shift without spe- 
cial permission from the minister 
of social development. 

Prince Hassan, who attended 
the session, said that legislation 
was not enough to get women 
working; attitudes, too. must 
change. 

A plan for studying attitudes on 
women and what legislation is 
needed was presented by Mr. 
Henry ‘Azzam, from UNFPA in 
Beirut. The proposal, entitled 
“Women, Employment and 
Development Projects" will be 
co-sponsored by the Department 
of Working Women and executed 
by the ILO. The two-and-a-half 
year project is expected to begin in 
January 1981. 

The project will assess various 
socio-economic indicators on 
women such as education level, 
marriage patterns, fertility, 
economic activities and the legal 
status of women. Pilot studies will 
be conducted on working women 
in urhan and rural areas. Inter- 
views will be conducted with 
non-working women to sec what 
prevents them from working. 
Informal work, particularly that

India , Russia aim at agricultural cooperation 

NEW DELHI. April 2S ( R) -The U.S. embargo on grain sales to 
the Soviet Union will cause no difficulties, Soviet Agriculture 
Minister Valentin Mesyatssaid today. Mr. Mesyats told reporters 
here that imports from the United States were a small percentage 
of Soviet tunin production. 

“There will be no damage in spite of the fact that grain pro- 
duction fell to 180 million tonnes in 1979," he wud.The fall was 
due to the worst drought in one hundred years, he added, ine 
Soviet Union produced an average of 206 million tonnes of food- 
grains annually in the five years 1975 to 1979 and had set a target 
of 235 million tonnes for 1980, the minister said. 


Concluding a week-long visit to India, Mr. Mesyats said the 
Soviet Union and India would strengthen co-operation in agricul- 
ture. The Soviet Union was interested in hybrid wheat varieties 
produced in India, and would be sending Varieties of sunflower, 
soyabean, cotton and sugarbeet for experiment and breeding in 
this country. 

Iran strengthens trading ties with Turkey 

ISTANBUL, Turkey, April 28 ( AP) - The Iranian central bank 
has set up a special commission to speed plans for increasing trade 
with neighbouring Turkey, the Soviet Union and socialist coun- 
tries, the state-owned Turkish radio reported today. Without 
indentifying the source of the report, the radio said the move was a 
result of anticipated economic sanctions against Iran. The broad- 
cast did not elaborate. Turkey and Iran were reported last week 
on the verge of signing a major economic agreement, with special 
reference to Turkey s badly-needed crude oil supplies. 

Press reports said understanding on the package agreement 
followed Turkish assurances that the minority government of the 
Turkish premier Mr. Suleyman Derairei will not join sanctions 
announced by U.S. President Jimmy Carter.

U.S. Olympic team may play in U.S., Europe 

CHICAGO. April 28 (R) - The U.S. Olympic team, boycotting 
the Moscow Games in protest against the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan, might compete in several events in the United States 
and Europe under a proposed plan announced yesterday. 

A spokesman for the Athletics Congress, governing body for 
amateur track and field in the United Srates. said the plan was 
approved by an unofficial 23-member committee of Olympic 
team coaches and some of The country's top athletes. 

Under the plan, selected athletes would compete in scheduled 
meets at Stuttgart, West Germany, on July 11-12, London on July 
13, Oslo on July 15, Rome on August 5, Berlin on August 8 and 
Zurich on August 13. It would also participate in two yet- 
to-be- determined events in the United States, the spokesman 
said. 

The Stuttgart meet was to have been the final tune-up for the 
U.S. team before the Moscow Games scheduled for July 1 9 to 
August 3. The plan would need funding by the U.S. Olympic 
committee and the government, the spokesman said. 

European weightlifting championship results 

BELGRADE. April 28 (R) -- Bulgaria’s world record holder 
Stefan Dimitrov won two gold and a silver medal in the feath- 
erweight category (60 kilogramme) to become the most successful 
competitor at the European weightlifting championships here last 
night. Dimitrov snatched 1 27.5 kilos for a gold. lifted 1 57.5 in the 
jerk for a silver, and totalled 285 combined for his second gold of 
the day. 

Although three kilos under his world record in the snatch, the 


title after beating two strong Polish lifters and one from the Soviet 
Union. The two Poles, Wieslaw Pawluk and Jakub Wlodziraierz, 
won silver and bronze medals respectively in the snatch by both 
lifting 125 kilos. 

Jurij Sarkisjan of the Soviet Union, who placed only sixth tn the 
snatch, lifted 1 60 kilos in the jerk to win the gold easily. Although 
Sarkisjan failed in a subsequent attempt to break the world record 
of 166.5 kilos in the event, the result helped him to total 2S0 kilos 
in the combined for a silver medal. 

Gelu Radu of Romania won the bronze in the jerk by lifting 1 50 
kilos and Wieslaw Pawluk won the bronze in the combined tw 
totalling 275. 

The Soviet Union have so far eollecied five gold and three silver 
medals, followed by Bulgaria with two gold and two silver. Poland 
have won nine medals (one gold, three silver and five bronze). 
East Germany five (a gold, a silver and three bronze), and 
Romania a bronze. 

AH will fight Holmes on July 1 1 

NEW YORK, April 28 (AP) — Larry Holmo will defend his 
World Boxing Council heavyweight championship against three- 
time champion Muhammad All on July 1 1 in Rio de Janeiro, it 
was announced today. Promoters said the bout would carry a 51 2 
million purse, the biggest in fight history. 

The fight will be promoted by Prime Sports and Murad 
Muhammad in conjunction with Don King Productions and will 
be presented at the 165.000-seat Maracanu stadium. Domestic 
and worldwide television rights still arc being negotiated, the 
promoters said. 

It will the first fight for the 38-year-old Ali since he won the 
heavyweight crown Sept. 15, 1978, against Leon Spinks. Holmes.

Carter’s Iran policy given firm backing 

EEC leaders to call on 
U.N. to renew efforts for 
release of Iran hostages 

LUXEMBOURG, April 28 (R) -European Common Market leaders 
have decided to call on U.N. Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim to 
make new efforts to gain the release of the American hostages in Iran, 
informed sources said today. 


They reported the call was in a 
communique before the nine gov- 
ernment heads for approval at the 
end of a two-day summit here 
later today. 

According to the sources, the 
communique will state: "The 
(Common Market) Council calls 
upon the secretary-general of the 
U.N- to renew his efforts to secure 
the liberation of the hostages and 
declares the readiness of the Nine 
to support these efforts to the 
full." 

As expected, the communique 
voices the Common Market’s firm 
solidarity “with the government 
and people of the United States in 
their present time of trial." 

Despite President Carter's fail- 
ure to consult his allies over the 
abortive attempt to rescue the 
hostages, the European leaders 
have made clear they will not criti- 
cise him. 

The draft communique con- 
demns the seizure of the hostages 
as an inadmissible violation of 
international law. 


LUXEMBOURG. April 28 (R) 
European Common Market 
leaders have decided to seek 
support from Islamic and non- 
aligned countries in a renewed 
call for the withdrawal of Soviet 
forces from Afghanistan, 
informed sources said today. 

A draft communique, to be 
issued at the end of the EEC 
summit here today, contains a 
clear appeal for cooperation to 
the Islamic and non-aligned 
nations, they said. 

It will reiterate the nine lead- 
ers' proposal to make Afghanis- 
tan neutral and non-aligned in 
exchange for the withdrawal of 
Soviet forces in Afghanistan. 

The proposal has been 
strongly criticised in the Soviet 
media, hot has American back- 
ing. The draft communique 
says however that the proposal 
“is neither rigid nor exclu- 
sive." 

“In his this connection they 
believe that the Islamic and 
non-aligned countries have a 
particularly significant role to 
play,” it says. 

The draft calls on great pow- 
ers and neighbouring states to 
refrain from interference in 
Afghanistan’s internal affairs 
“and renounce all forms of 
military presence or association 
with it.” 


It states: “They (the nine lead- 
ers) consider that the situation 
created by this violation opens the 
door to developments fraught 
with serious consequences. A 
return to a state of legality is the 

only way to ensure peace and sec- 
urity" 

' The draft communique also 
reaffirms the Community's deci- 
sion to implement fully a two- 
stage plan of diplomatic and 
economic sanctions against Iran if 
the hostages are not released by 
May 17. 

The plan was drawn up by EEC 
foreign ministers last Tuesday in 
the belief that President Carter 
would not take military action 
against Iran until the May 17 
deadline had passed. 

From the moment the summit 
began here yesterday, however, it 
was clear the EEC heads were not 
wavering in their backing for Pres- 
ident Carter. On arrival, French 
President Valery Giscard d'Esta- 
ing announced he was “in sol- 
idarity with the United States" on 
the hostages issue. 

The EEC leaders discussed the 
Iranian crisis after dinner last 
night, summoning their foreign 
ministers to join them for talks 
that lasted into the early hours. A 
B ritish source said the mood of the 
meeting was “unanimous sol- 
idarity with the United States." 

On the Erst day of their summit. 


the leaden* devoted only a few 
minutes to the two major 
economic problems dividing the 
common market -- farm prices 
and Britain's demands for a huge 
reduction in its EEC payments. 

British officials calculated it 
would mean Britain making a net 
payment of £500 million annually 
compared with the £1.1 billion 
estimated for 1980. The officials 
said the proposal “had its attrac- 
tions" but they wanted the con- 
tribution to be further trimmed. 

France has specified it should be 
linked to British agreement on 
other economic issues, especially 
the 1980 farm prices. 

Early today, Britain was fight- 
ing against an EEC Commission 
re com mend a don to raise farm 
prices by an average five per cent. 
But the proposal was backed by 
France and at least six other 
Common Market countries. 

EEC officials said a major effort 
would be needed if real progress 
was to be made on the outstanding 
community problems during their 
meeting here. 

Delay would be a blow for Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher, who originally hoped to 
achieve a cut in British budget 
contribution at a Dublin summit 
last December. “We are not too 
optimistic at the moment," one 
British official said. 


Hundreds feared drowned after 
storm hits Cuban refugee boats 


KEY WEST. Florida. April 28 1 R) -- Hundreds of 
Cuban refugees were feared drowned today after 
a flash storm hit their flotilla of tiny craft in the 
Florida Straits, capsizing or disabling dozens of 
vessels. 

One large fishing boat carrying about 200 
Cubans sent out Mayday signals on Saturday 
night, which were received by three separate ves- 
sels. but since then nothing more has been heard 
of it. A coast guard helicopter pilot reported sight- 
ing eight capsized boats with no sign of survivors 
in the water. 

A spokesman for the coast guard said the cutter 
Ingham was homeward bound with IS battered 
small craft trailing behind it. while three frigates 
were towing in 12 other disabled vessels. 

Darkness and bad weather had caused the 
searth to be suspended for a time but more coast 
guard cutlers set out last night, while planes and 
helicopters joined the search at dawn. 

The sudden storm sprang up out of the Carib- 
bean late on Saturday and sent winds of up to 78 
knots from the direction of Cuba across the 144- 
kilometre straits, wrhipping up seas of five to six 
metres that played havoc with the small boats. 

‘ Many of the craft were commanded by inex- 
perienced captains, eager to collect the S 1,000 - 
each fare being paid for bringing Cubans to the 
U.S. mainland. One boat which arrived at Key 
West yesterday had an unexpected passenger, a 
baby girl born aboard ship. 


Lieutenant Roland Isnor, second in command 
at the Key West coast guard station, said that by 
last night they had received 100 distress signals. 

How many stricken craft were en route to Cuba 
and how many were coming back from Marie! 
harbour, where 1,500 American vessels were 
waiting to collect refugees, was not known. The 
number of Cubans already arrived in Florida 
passed 3,200 yesterday. 

The exodus began over Easter when 10,000 
Cubans poured into the Peruvian embassy 
grounds in Havana seeking to emigrate, "Hie huge 
Cuban exile community in Miami then organised 
the mission to bring Cubans to the United States. 

The Carter administration has roundly criti- 
cised President Fidel Castro's regime in regard to 
its refugees policy. 

Yesterday, Vice-President Walter Mondale 
said President Castro had broken a commitment 
to aid in an orderly, humane evacuation process, 
and that he had “evaded his responsibility toward 
his citizens." 

“There is no better proof of the failure of Cas- 
tro's revolution than the dramatic exodus which is- 
currently taking place," he said. “At the same 
time, we are witnessing a callous, cynical effort by 
Castro... to lure members of this (Cubau- 
American) community into extraordinarily 
dangerous and unlawful boat trips, with the real 
threat of loss of life at sea."

Colombian president urges guerrillas 
to switch to legal opposition methods 


Tito comes out of shock state 
but condition still ‘very grave’ 


LJUBLJANA, Yugoslavia, April 
28 ( R) — President Tito has come 
out of his critical state of shock, 
but his genera] state of health con- 
tinues to be very grave, hb doctors 
reported today. 

A medical bulletin said the 
87-year-old Yugoslav leader was 
undergoing further intensive 
treatment at the clinical centre in 
this northern city.

Early last week, the president's 
life was said to be in imminent 
danger from a combination of 
coma and shock. 

Today's bulletin by the panel of 
eight medical professors said: 
“The critical phase of shock into 
which the president had fallen in 
the afternoon hours of April 22 
has been overcome by the appli- 
cation of appropriate measures of 
treatment. 


“But hb general state of health 
continues to be very grave. Inten- 
sive treatment continues." 

Medical sources said the bulle- 
tin indicated that the doctors had 
succeeded in stabilising the pres- 
ident's condition once again, 
although at a very low level of sur- 
vival. 


BOGOTA, April 28 (R) - Pres- 
ident Julio Turbay Ayala called on 
Colombia's guerrillas to switch to 
legal opposition methods after 
their two-month-long seizure of 
the Dominican Republic's 
embassy ended peacefully yes- 
terday. 

“I invite them to lay down their 
arms and use their intelligence and 
their energies in the service of 
Colombia," he said in a broadcast 
last night. 

Mr. Turbay went on the air 14 
hours after guerrillas of the M-I9 
group left aboard an airliner for 
Cuba taking 12 of the diplomats 
they had held hostage in the 
embassy since Feb. 27 with them. 
The hostages were released in 
Havana. 

He said the government had 
ended the siege without endan- 
gering peace, trading diplomats, 
giving any boost to the guerrillas, 
or releasing any state prisoners. 

“It would be sufficient to say

kidnapping in the world has been 
resolved as the Colombian gov- 
ernment promised, decorously, 
legally and without bloodshed," 
he said. 

The government rejected the 
M-19 guerrillas demands for the 
release of activists jailed or on trial 
for alleged guerrilla actions. Bui it 
pledged during negotiations to let 
the Inter-American Human 
Rights Commission attend their 
trials. 

Mr. Turbay revealed that the 
government had promised the 
commission that any of those on 
trial, who include about 200 
members of the M-19, would be 
allowed to leave the country if 
they were found not guilty and 
were not wanted for questioning. 

Mr. Turbay said the ambas- 
sadors of Israel, Egypt, Venezuela 
and the Dominican Republic were 
released before the guerrillas left 
Colombia. 

Nine of the 12 hostages taken to 
Cuba flew back to Bogota last 
night. Red Cross sources said. 
They were the ambassadors of 
Haiti, Switzerland, Brazil and 
Guatemala the charges d’affaires 
of Paraguay and Bolivia and three 


other Latin American diplomats. 

The U.S. ambassador, papal 
nuncio and Mexican ambassador 
returned to their own countries. 

Mr. Turbay said the M-19 guer- 
rillas did not leave the embassy 
humiliated, “but with the satis- 
faction of having done all they 
could for the (imprisoned) mem- 
bers of their subversive organ- 
isation and full of hope about the 
honest conduct of Colombian jus- 
tice." 

President Turbay sent a mes- 
sage thanking Cuban President 
Fidel Castro for his “helpful col- 
laboration" in the affair. 

The Egyptian ambassador in 
Bogota, Mr. Salah Allouba, said 
his capture at the Dominican 
Embassy was a nightmare but he> 
praised the Colombian authorities 
for their handling of negotiations 
with the guerrillas, the Cairo daily 
Al Akhbar reported today. 

In an interview with Mr. 
Allouba, by telephone from 
Washington, Al Akhbar quoted 
him as saying that during his cap- 
ture he and other diplomats car- 
ried dut cleaning work' and cook- 
ing, and at one stage he was forced 
to sleep with 65 others on the floor.

France begins pulling 
last troops from Chad 


PARIS. April 28 (Agencies) — 
France began pulling its last 
remaining troops out of war-turn 
Chad today, an operation that is 
expected to take several weeks, 
informed sources said. 

France, the former colonial 
ruler of the impoverished African 
nation, maintained a 1.000- 
member garrison on the outskirts 
of the capital N'Djamena, where 
rival forces have been battling for 
the past five weeks. 

President Valery Giscard 
d'Esiaing's government 
announced yesterday the plan for 
withdrawing the French force, 
claiming it had "accomplished its 
mission of protection." Earlier 
plans to pull out the troops had 
been delayed by the renewed 
fighting. 

French sources said the major- 
ity of the troops would be pulled 
out to Cumcroun and Gabon, with 
whom France maintains military 
ties. 

French troops were pulled out 
of Chad first in 1976 but were sent 
back in 1977 when factional war- 
fare erupted across the land- 
locked, mineral-rich nation. 

The withdrawal takes place as 
African leaders meet in Lagos for 
a summit conference of the Organ- 
isation of African Unity (OAU). 

The civil war in Chad, one of the 
world's ten poorest countries, is 
among the main political issues to 
be discussed during the con- 
ference. 

The fighting for control of 
N’Djamena had led to over 1,000 
deaths and 3,000 wounded. Tens 
of thousands of poepie fled to 
northern Cameroon. 

The presidential announcement 
said that details of the French 
withdrawal had been agreed with 
Chad President Goukouni Oued- 
dei and would take into account 
the Chad government's concerns. 

President Goukouni's People's 
Armed Forces (FAP). backed by 
several other factions, have been 
fighting the armed Forces of the 
North (FAN), commanded by 
rebellious Defence Minister His- 


sene Habre. 

The two men have concluded 
several truces since the fighting 
begun last month but none lasted, 
more than a few hours. 

Officials in Paris said last night 
that sporadic shelling and bomb- 
ing had been the daily pattern in 
N’Djamena since the latest cease- 
fire collapsed on April 9. 

The French government had 
announced in March last year its 
intention to withdraw its troops 
from its former colony but had 
postponed it until now at Pres- 
ident Goukouni's request. 

French combat troops, who had 
strict orders From President Gis- 
card d'Estaing to avoid involve- 
ment in the civil war, were 
stationed at an air base near 
N'Djamena. 


LAGOS, April 28 (R) — African 
leaders meet here today for their 
first-ever summit to adopt meas- 
ures to boost the continent's 
developement. 

Heads of state and government 
of the 50 countries of the Organ- 
isation of African Unity (OAU) — 
the new state of Zimbabwe was 
admitted as the 50th member last 
week — are expected to approve a 
“Lagos plan of action" which aims 
at creating an African common 
market by the year 2000. 

OAU Secretary-General Edem 
Kodjo of Togo told a week-long 
preparatory ministerial meeting 
which ended yesterday that the 
continent's survival depended on 
leaders adopting “a new way of 
looking at Africa.’’ 

Ministers here said the plan was 
vital if Africa was to be spared 
continuous upheavals such as the 
military coup in Liberia in which 
President William Tolbert, who 
was the OAU chairman, was 
killed and 13 of his ministers and 
aides subsequently executed ty 
firing squad. 

The new Liberian ruler, 
Master-Sergeant Samuel Doe, 
was effectively barred from the 
summit when Nigerian President 


Shehu Shagari's government told 
him Saturday night it could not 
“facilitate" his coming to Lagos. 

Many OAU delegates said pri- 
vately they would leave the con- 
ference if Sergeant Doe tried to 
attend as self-proclaimed OAU 
chairman. 

OAU spokesman Mr. Peter 
Onu said one of the organisation's 
eight vice-chairmen would be 
elected to preside over the two- 
day economic summit. 

Liberian developments are not 
on the agenda for the summit but 
this does not preclude African 
leaders from raising the matter. 

Another political issue likely to 
come before the summit is the civil 
war in the central African state of 
Chad, where a month of street 
fighting between rival forces for 
control of the capital, N'Djamena, 
has led to over 1,000 deaths and 
3,000 wounded. Chad President 
Goukouni Oueddei is expected to 
attend the summit. 

The OAU plan for economic 
action aims at integrating Africa's 
weak economies in order to over- 
come the effects on trade and 
transport of the “Balkanisation" 
of the continent by colonial pow- 
ers. 


Carter re-election officials reassured 
by Kennedy’s narrow win in Michigan 


D ET RO IT, April 2 8 
( R)--President Carter’s re- 
election campaign officials yes- 
terday drew comfort from his nar- 
row defeat by Democratic party 
rival Senator Kennedy in pres- 
idential caucuses in the industrial 
state of Michigan. 

They had been apprehensive 
that the failure of the U.S. com- 
mando operation to rescue 
American hostages in Iran could 
have produced a backlash against 
Mr. Carter and turned a close con- 
test into a lopsided victory for 
Senator Kennedy. 

But it didn’t. The difference was 
just one delegate and 226 votes 
when some 16,232 Democrats 
declared their presidential pre- 
ferences in restricted precinct cau- 
cuses yesterday across the mid- 
western state. 

Clearly the ill-fated rescue mis- 
sion has no significant effect. But 
Carter campaign offidals con- 
ceded the political fallout could 
still cameras Kennedy supporters 
are predicting, in the weeks ahead. 


Mr. Carter’s Michigan cam- 
paign coordinator, Mr. Kurt 
Wiley, said Senator Kennedy had 
to win big to pick up enough 
momentum to threaten the pres- 
ident’s bid for a second White 
House term. 

Mr. Wiley said he had discussed 
the results with Mr. Carter. *‘We 
both agreed we're well on the road 
to the nomination... and moving 
along faster than the Kennedy 
campaign expected." 

Mr. Carter kept his margin of 
almost 2-1 in the delegate race. 
According to unofficial figures, he 
now has 1,206 and Senator Ken- 
nedy 664 in the quest for 1,666 
delegates needed to clinch the 
nomination at the Democratic 
convention in August. 

Kennedy aides feel many 
Americans are growing di- 
sillusioned with Mr. Carter’s 
handling of the economy, reefing 
from soaring inflation, high inter- 
est rates and rising unem- 
ployment, and his conduct of fore- 
ign, policy, notably the Iranian 


hostage crisis. 

Some Kennedy offidals are 
convinced negative reaction over 
the aborted rescue, which cost 
eight American lives, wQI show up 
in the next few rounds of pres- “ 
idential voting. 

“I'm sure we'll see some fallout 
when it sinks in," said Mr. Joe Sut- 
/ton. a Kennedy campaign staff 
member in Michigan. 

“Americans always tend to rally 
round their president when things 
go wrong. But that will only be tor 
so long. Sooner or later they are 
going to question his leadership." 

• Senator Kennedy himself has 
been careful not to criticise the 
president over the abortive rescue 
mission and his aides said he 
would not try to make political 
capital out of it 

The coming days should tell if 
Mr. Carter had been hurt polit- 
ically. Texas votes in Democratic 
caucuses on May 3, followed by 
primaries in North Carolina, Ten- 
nessee, Indiana and the federal 
capital, Washington, on May 6. 
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
